THE scientific name for quinsy 
is peritonsillar abscess. 
This condition arises as a result 
of acute infection in the tonsils 
and is by no means unusual. It 
starts as a swelling and inflam­ 
mation of the tissues around the 
tonsils which progress until an 
abscess forms shove, behind or 
below the tonsil. Of course, this 
abscess causes pain in the throat, 
high fever, interference with swal­ 
lowing and other symptoms. 
Quinsy generally occurs in those 
who have repeated tonsillitis. 
When a patient with quinsy is 
examined, he appears to be very 
uncomfortable, complains of pain 
and difficulty in swallowing and 
has trouble in opening his mouth 
because 
the 
inflammation 
and 
swelling in the throat causes pres­ 
sure on the chewing muscles. The 
lymph glands at the angle of the 
jaw are often swollen and tender. 
The neck on the side where the 
abscess occurs is also tender. The 
tonsils frequently are found to be 
swollen and covered with secre­ 
tions. Sometimes the roof of the 
mouth and the uvula which hangs J 
down from the roof of the mouth 
are also red and swollen. 
As a general rule, quinsy is not 
a serious disorder, if properly | excellent results. 


treated. However, in some cs«es it 
may result in serious complica­ 
tions. The infection may spread, 
eau ing blood vessels to break 
open. The infection may spread 
downward until it gets into the 
chest cavity. Blood clots may form 
in the large veins in the neck and 
blood poisoning may occur. 
The usual treatm ent of this con­ 
dition has been the application of 
hot and cold compresses to the 
neck until the abscess comes to a 
head, whereupon it is opened sur­ 
gically and the infected material 
drained out. Irater on, removal of 
the tonsils ma} be advisable. 
Doctor Alfred B. Berkove of 
California has used a treatm ent 
which obviated the need for cut­ 
ting open the abscess. The pa­ 
tients were put to bed at com­ 
plete rest and the mouth was 
washed every two hours with hot 
salt solution. Many of the patients 
were relieved in thi* war. Those 
who had severe pain and fever 
were given sulfathiazole every 
four hours until the temperature 
became normal and the abscess 
cleared up. 
With this method of treatm ent 
the abscess either disappeared or 
broke open and drained of itself.

A BUMPER CROP OF TOBACCO-

WHAT WOULD YOU G I V E , 
right now’, for a whole cat ton of 
cigarets ? 
Would you, for instance, be will­ 
ing to trade your home for that 
carton? 
Some folks would be; 
some folks have. The newly liber­ 
ated Italians are not only willing 
to trade whole houses for a carton 
of American cigarets, but they’ve 
actually done just that. 
Such at any rate is the story 
brought nome by a young lieuten­ 
ant in the Army Air Forces. 
A 
carton of A m e r i c a n cigaret* 
brought this boy and his buddies 
a roomy stone house, complete 
with hot and cold running water! 
Americans can w’ell understand 
th at craving for the great god 
Nicotine since, not only are they 
great smokers, but this country is 
the original home of the fragrant 
weed. 
Going ’way back, we find that a 
monk named Friar Romano Pane, 
traveling with Christopher Colum­ 
bus, first introduced tobacco to Eu­ 
rope. Originally, it w’as used only 
as snuff and, even then, was avail­ 
able only to kings and princes. 
Its lame grew, the taste spread, 
and, when its medical properties 
began to receive rather startling 
adm iration and tremendous adver­ 
tising, its use was forbidden to the 
holy men of the clergy. 
However, its popularity on the 
European continent was not to be 
denied, and it was in the cards 
th at the habit should spread to 
England and thence throughout 
the British isles. 
W’e do know definitely that in 
1560 one Jean Nicot, a Frenchman, 
introduced 
the 
tangy 
weed 
to 
France, leaving it hts name as a 
sort of tradem ark. So that today, 
385 years later, we’re still praising 
his sagacity and taste when we 
refer to “nicotine.” 
We can, however, aet no definite 
d&Le for th# introduction of t o 


Millions of cigarets in the making. 
ba cco into England. 
Indeed, it 
seems to have come from several 
sources at once. Travelers brought 
j it back, in very small quantities, 
. from Spain. While, at about the 
I same 
time, 
the 
dashing 
Eliza­ 
bethan 
seafarers were 
bringing 
back entire shiploads from the 
New World. 
We do know that in 1586 Ralph 
Lane, then governor of Virginia, 
and Sir W alter Raleigh originated 
the practice of smoking or “drink­ 
ing" (as it was then called) to­ 
bacco in public. Tobacco of that 
period was pretty fancy stuff, be­ 
ing 
both 
highly 
perfumed 
and 
brightly-colored. Tobacco’s use was 
affected by all elegant ladies and 
gentlemen of fashion and it got 
into print in a big way, being des­ 
ignated as “divine tobacco," by 
Spenser 
in 
his 
classic, 
“Faery 
Queen. * 


As a Medicine! 
Rightly 
or 
wrongly, 
it 
w’as 
credited 
w ith 
m a n y 
medicinal 
properties, some of which, had 
they been true, would have been 
almost miraculous. 
Catherine de 
Medici swore by tobacco (and we 
do mean swore; Catherine was no 
lady) as a sure cure for headaches. 
Others claimed that having to­ 
bacco in the house was not only 
healthy, but th at it possessed great 
sanitary 
powers. 
Physicians 
of 
that time waxed downright lyric 
over its curative powers, claiming 
that it was “a divine remedy for 
most diseases and a speedily pro­ 
pounded cure for all the ills that 
flesh is heir to." During the great 
plague which devastated London, 
the use of tobacco increased as it 
was believed to p r e v e n t that 
scourge.
